VATICAN CITY (UPI) - Pope John XXHl’s life 
ebbed away today and he was given the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church’s last rites for the dying. 


Pope John himself seemed to 
sense that the end was near as 
he requested the administering* of 
the rite of Extreme Unction, the 
final anointing with oils of Catho 
lies before death. 
Shortly after 5:30 p.m. <12:30 
pm . 
EDT) 
Father Ilarino da 
Milano, a Vatican priest who 
is close to the Pope, told news 
men at the Vatican press office 
after he visited the pontiff: “The 
Pope looked as if he had only a 
few minutes to live." 
Perhaps his final act was to be 
a secret consistory which Vatican 
sources said Ik might hold at his 
bedside this evening to reveal the 
names of three princes of the 
church he had created on March 
28, 1900, but whose identity has 
been held secret. 
The 81-year-old spiritual leader 
of the world's half billion Roman 
Catholics took a sudden turn for 
the worse during the night and 
his condition became “critical." 
Up to that point, he had been 
reported improving in his battle 
with a stomach tumor that medi­ 
cal men say is cancerous. The 
Vatican had announced he had 
“spent a tranquil night."

The Pope s three brothers and 
a sister hurried by car and plane 
from their homes in northern 
Italy to be at his side. 


Prof. Antonio Gasbarrini. the of­ 
ficial papal physician, who had 
returned to his home in Bologna 
from Rome only Thursday, re­ 
turned to the Vatican when he 
heard of the new crisis. 
“The situation is very grave, 
perhaps desperate." he said. 
The Vatican announced that the 
■fpontiff was “serene" as he re­ 
ceived 
the sacrament of Ex­ 
treme Unction, the anointing of 
the senses before death. 
He also received holy viaticum, 
the form of communion given to 
those in danger of death.

Two large buildings at the state 
fairgrounds were set up as temp­ 
orary jails. 


The city of Durham. N.C., an­ 
nounced it would open its munici­ 
pal swimming pools on a desegre­ 
gated basis, a move taken earlier 
in the week by Atlanta. 
Authorities in Jackson were tak. 
ing no chances should new demon­ 
strations break out in the Missis­ 
sippi capital city. 


Wire was strung around two ex­ 
hibit buildings at the state fair­ 
grounds and Jackson Mayor Al­ 
ien Thompson said the prisoner 
compounds could confine 10,000 
persons. Negro leaders said they 
would step up their segregation 
protest campaign. 


At Tallahassee, Fla., 220 Ne­ 
groes were ordered to appear in 
court today to answer charges of 
disobeying an injunction against 
demonstrations. Two Negroes and 
a white man picketing a segre­ 
gated restaurant at Charlottes­ 
ville, Va., were beaten Thursday. 


In Washington, the Defense De­ 
partment said it has transferred 
150 troops of the 101st Airborne 
Division at Ft. Campbell, Ky., to 
Ft.

Cyclone Kills 


Over 10,000 


DACCA. Pakistan (UPL - Au- 
thoritios feared today that the 
death toll from a cyclone and 
tidal waves in East Pakistan 
would exceed 10,000. 


The toll mounted every hour as 
delayed reports from the stricken 
areas reached Dacca. Officials be­ 
lieved the casualties would leap 
to between 10,000 and 15,000. 


Press reports estimated that 
10,000 other persons were missing 
and two million homeless in the 
affected 178-mile stretch along 
the Bay of Bengal. 
The district deputy commission­ 
er at Chittagong said 1,200 had 
died in that area alone. Chitta­ 
gong is 120 miles southeast of 
here. 


The casualty figure could rise 
drastically when the fate is known 
of a million persons who inhabit­ 
ed 500 offshore islands. These is­ 
lands were said to have been 
swept away by the tidal upsurge 
which followed the cyclone ear­ 
lier this week.

An opinion delivered yesterday 
by Hep. Alan D. Williams Jr. <R. 
Bucks) concerning justices of the 
peace and court costs has stirred 
a new controversy. 
Williams, Middletown township 
solicitor, held the township should 
pay court costs when a defendant 
is acquitted on local charges, or 
charges are dismissed for any 
reason. 
“It is my opinion that the town­ 
ship has not only a right but a 
duty to pay the costs," Williams 
said. 
Justice of the Peace Stephen P. 
Nieckoski and William Oettinger 
had previously claimed the town­ 
ship owed them money in pay­ 
ment of court costs of dismissed 
court cases. 
The township said “no” and re­ 
ferred to its solicitor for an opin­ 
ion. 
Township Feels ‘Gypped* 
Williams, in issuing his state­ 
ment, agreed with an opinion ex­ 
pressed by the solicitor of the 
Bucks County Magistrates Asso­ 
ciation. 
Township officials, however, still 
felt somewhat “gypped” as a re­ 
sult of the decision, since tradi­ 
tionally the township has never 
* paid court costs. 
The township was able to get 
away with not paying, Nieckoski 
explained, “because there was so 
little township hearings and no 
one paid much attention to squires 
not getting paid for their time.” 
“We reached the point, how­ 
ever,” Nieckoski continued, "that 
township business has increased 
and we should get paid for cases 
we dismiss.” 
Supervisor Walter 
S. 
Farley, 
who is also a Democratic cand! 
date for 
county 
commissioner 
shortly afterwards issued a state­ 
ment saying that justices 
are 
"losing hundreds of dollars each 
year” in township cases. 
Melchior Disagrees 
Township Manager Charles M. 
Melchior today said “this state­ 
ment by Mr. Farley could not pos­ 
sibly be true because the town­ 
ship loses only two or three cases 
in the course of a year. Justice 
of the Peace court costs on such 
cases could not exceed $25 in 
year’s time,” he stated.
